Atom Plane Ready 
For Drawing Boards 


Baltimore, Oct. 16 <^P) — An Oak Ridge scientist says the 


atom-powered airplane has passed the theory stage and is now 
ready for the engineers' drawing boards. 


Such a plane might have a practically unlimited flying 


rangr. 


Not long ago a City College of New York professor said 


atomic airplanes would be flying around within seven years — 
the first vehicles of any kind to be propelled by nuclear energy. 
Now David M. Poole has told the Baltimore Society of Automo- 
tive Engineers that a scheme has already been worked out for a 
mobile atomic pile. 


That means Uncle Sam is all set to begin designing a plane 


that might fly to any corner of the globe and back without rc- 
fiK-ling. The problems ahead arc to devise the engine, body, and 
controls, and to build a shield to protect the crew from radia- 
tion. 


Poole, who represents the Fairchild Engine and Airplane 


Corporation, Hagcrstown, Md., at the government's Oak Ridge 
(Tcnn.) atom plant, is head of the thermodynamics section of 
an Oak Ridge group working on nuclear-propelled aircraft. 


He explained that our present aircraft — even the newest 


types, arc limited by the very heavy loads of gasoline required 
to carry them long distances. 


However atomic fuel is as powerful as two million times its 


weight in gasoline. 


Dr. Morris Kolodney of the City College of New York has ' 


estimated that one pound of uranium could drive a B-29 around 
the world six times. 


Dr. Kolodney, a permanent consultant to the Oak Ridge 


nin'lcar-propellecl aircraft group, says there ought to be an avin- 
(ypc atomic engine on a lest stand in live years, and n plane in 
the air two years after that. 


Poole says the plane will be driven by a secret device called 


a "nuclear rocket," which will utilize heat generated in the 
atomic pile.

Building Terms 


Defined by FHA 


A knowledge of real eslnt.e tcr- 


minology is important to the pros- 
pective home buyer. 


The following definitions drawn 


up by the Federal Housing Ad- 
ministration may prove useful in 
this respect: 


A detached building is a build- 


ing in which no exterior walls are 
common to any other building. 


A semi-detached building is one 


of two adjoining buildings stand- 
ing independently of others and 
having a common party wall. 


A row house is one of four or 


more buildings in which two walls 
are common to adjoining build- 
ings. 


An end row house is one which 


is located at the end of 
11 group 


of four or more row houses and 
may differ in plan, window ar- 
rangement, and extent of exterior 
walls, from the other houses in 
the group by virtue of its loca- 
tion. Where only three houses oc- 
cur in a row, separate classifica- 
tions arc set up tor the end 
houses and for the centre house.

This may 
be done by caulking around the 
frame, use oC waterproof paper, or 
by using what builders call wide 
blind stop construction. 


See that sash are fitted care- 


fully to the window frame. This 
not only cuts down cold air in- 
filtration but makes weatherstrip- 
ping more efficient. 


Drafts may result also through 


the cooling of warm air coming 
in contact 
with cold panes of 


glass, which causes the cooled air 
to drop to the floor. This can be 
largely overcome by the use of 


cither storm sash or double glaz- 
ing. In cither instance, the prin- 
ciple is the same—a second pane 
of glass, with a dead air space 
between the inside and outside 
pane, to keep the inside pane from 
being cooled too quickly. 
Drafts 


are reduced, rooms are more com- 
fortable, and heat is saved.

\<nx in rui>l»rr. doesn't know what makes 
rubber bounce. He would like to know. So, 
hr SHVS. would his colleagues. American In- 
dustry has tlonr wondrrful things with rub- 
U-r. But nulKxly really knows why a rubber 
ball doesn't stay on thi- floor when you drop 
it there, even though science has been study- 
ing the phenomenon for 200 years. 


The reason Dr. Frit/, mentioned the bounc- 


ing rubber Is because he thinks American 
science should be spending more time than 
jt is on problems of fundamental knowledge 
such as ihi«. Me point out correctly that 
Americans have done more with the world's 
store of basic scientific information than any- 
one else, but that we have contributed very 
little to that store. 


In this connection the atomic bomb comes 


naturally to mind. And It may be recalled 
that if it had not been for two expatriates, 
an anti-Fascist Italian physicist and a Ger- 
man-Jewish woman scientist, the Axis and 
not the Allies would probably have been 
first with the bomb. 


There are several other examples of this 


kind, extending back more than a century. 
As Dr. Fritz put it. "We (Americans) are 
not scientists, we are applied researchers. 
How fortunate for ourselves and our en- 
gineering economy that in the past scientists 
have always 'exchanged views Internationally. 


"However, the scene is changing," he 


adds. "Some nations now suppress free ex- 
change 
of 
scientific 
Information. 
This 


plainly means that we must stop up the 
quality and quantity of our 
fundamental 


research." 


To help accomplish this purpose Dr. Fritz's 


employers, the B. F. Goodrich Co., have re- 
cently opened a S6.000.000 research center 
near Akron. With past experience in mind, 
It might be prudent If other companies and 
other industries followed that example. 


In the early days of World War II Ameri- 


can industry suddenly found that the rapid 
Japanese advance had cut this country off 
from its principal sources of rubber, tin and 
several other vital necessities of manufac- 
ture. With that lesson in mind the country 
is now beginning to stockpile certain stra- 
tegic materials not found here against an- 
other possible emergency. 


But it would seem equally necessary that 


the country should think about a stockpile 
of scientific knowledge, which is the raw 
material of America's vaunted genius for 
adaptation and production. Another war 
might cut us off from that raw material 
as surely as the last war cut us off from tin 
and natural rubber. 


News research laboratories would not 


mean that this country was "war monger- 
inc." They might be essentials of national 
defense, to tx1 sure. But they could also 
nerve simultaneously as centers of knowl- 
edge to improve the health and comfort of 
all mankind when a stable peace is finally 
achieved. 


Remember the old smug, double-chinned 


citizen who thought that communism was 
just a bogey? 


THK RIGHT OF LIFK 


"Not even the state has the right to take a 


life." This thought-provoking Idea was ex- 
pressed by the new president o£ Cuba, Car- 
los Prio Socarras. In his inaugural address. 
As background for the idea he said: "The 
state has an immediate duty—that of guar- 
anteeing every citizen freedom from ag- 
gression." 


If he meant what he said, the new Cuban 


president has suggested carrying individual 
rights even beyond the high stage attained 
under the United States Constitution. Our 
Constitution and law vest in the state the 
traditional power of life and death over the 
citizens of the state. While the Declaration 
of Independence refers to "life, liberty and 
the pursuit of happiness" as "unalienable 
rights", in fact of law the rights of life and 
liberty are held to be forfeited by crimes 
against society or the state. 


It is hard to see how the Individual could 


be protected by the state under the idea

PATIENCE WITH NERVOUS PATIENTS 
"You 
have no physical disease and I cannot 


help you; you just think you are sick." After such 
remarks, some physicians lose nil interest in the 
patient and often hope he will not return. So says 
Dr. M. Duval in "Virginia Medical Monthly." 


Dr. Duval calls the attention of the medical 


profession to this type of physician because il is 
well known thai a worried, upset mind does cause 
actual symptoms, not imaginary symptoms. 'A thor- 
ough examination of the case should be made even 
If it necessary to have the patient report at other 
than oftlce hours. 


The physician should give a patient a thorough 


office examination and show him that, while IHK 
symptoms really are present, they are not caused 
by, any physical disturbance. Then he should show 
him how his emotional disturbances upset the nor- 
mal actions ot various organs— heart, stomach, 
liver, Intestine. This examination may take 40 to 
CO mlnules, but will save the patient and other 
physicians a great amount of time. 


Some physicians, after examining the patient, 


realizing that he or she has consulted many other 
physicians without obtaining relief, may state that 
the blood pressure Is low, the heart action not ex- 
actly normal, Ihe iron In the blood slightly below 
average, and prescribe the "necessary" treatment 
lo correct these conditions so lliut. his symptoms 
will disappear. This is poor psychology, as il gives 
the patient the idea that something is wrong and 
that the physician is trying to make it less serious 
than il really is. 


To obtain bent results wll.h these worried pa- 


llenls. the physician must be willing to listen at- 
tentively to the pallcnt's description of his symp- 
toms. This enables the physician not only lo hear 
his slory, but also to learn much of the patient's 
personality. 


The whole-hearted, .sincere interest in the pa- 


tlenl's story, plus his Duelings from the physical ex- 
amination, enables the physician lo use just the 
proper treatment. The treatment may or may not 
require some simple medicine; but the main treat- 
ment will be in explaining why symptoms are pres- 
ent due to his personality. The physician can con- 
scientiously assure him that he is all right.

If you ask a bridge expert for a 


hand for the column, naturally he 
givei you one In which he made a 
nice defensive piny, or a nice of- 
fensive play to make the contract. 
However, George Rapee of New 
York City Is an exception. 


After 
he and his teammates 


(Howard Schcnken 
and Samuel 


Staymnn of New York City, John 
R. Crawford of Philadelphia and 
Mrs. Margaret Wagar of Atlanta, 
Ga.) had won the masters team- 
of-four title, Rapee gave me to- 
day's hand for the column, I no- 
ticed that he had gone down one, 
and Rapee said, "If North had 
doubled me at six hearts, I might 
have made the contract." 


I think we must agree with 


Rapee that the hand should be 
played at six hearts. 
After all, 


you do not have to line! four hearts 
to the queen-jack In the North 
hand, but If- North had doubled, 
he would have figured that the 
missing hearts were In that hand. 
However, it was a bad hand for 
Rapee's team, as their opponents 
stopped at four hearts and made 
Hvc. 


To make six hearts, Rapee said, 


It would have to be played in a pe- 
culiar fashion. The six of spades 
would have to bo won in dummy 
with the ace and.a spade trumped. 
A diamond would be led over to 
the ace, another spade ruffed, and 
this would clear both the North 
and South hands of spades. 


Now Rapee would hove to cash 


his king and queen of diamonds 
and then take the club finesse. The 
ace of clubs would be cashed, and 
on the third club Rapee's losing 
diamond would be discarded. The 
small heart would be led to the 
ace, and at this point all Rapee 
would have to do would be to lead 
a small heart. North would htive 
to win, and with only the queen 
and six of hearts left, he would 
have to lead Into Rapee's king- 
nine. Only one heart trick would 
be lost. However, taking the club 
flnesse would be a most difficult 
line of play,
